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REMARKS 

Claims 1-16 were >ject application with claims 15 and 16 having 

being withdrawn. Applicants have hereinabove amended clams 1 and 10-13, and added new 
claims 1 7-19 . Claims 1-19 are now pending in the subject application. 

Claim .1 has been amended lo specify that R is -(C.-„-C.i alky lene)-{{C«-C 1 .Oaryl ) or 
-(C^o-C-4 alkylene)-((5-l5 membered) heteroaryl). 

Claim 10 has been amended to specify that R 7 is -(C^m-Ct atkyieneHCCe-CuJatyl). 

Claim 11 has been amended to specify thai R 7 is -{CW-Ci alkylene)~{(5-15 
membered) heteroaryl ). 

Claims 12 and 13 have been amended to only recite compound where R 7 is --(C^o-C.* 
alkylene)-((C 6 -C}.Oarsd) or -(C ZCTi >-C4 alky.lene)-({5-.15 membered) heteroaryl). 

New claim .17 depends upon claim I, and specifies that R'' is -((C.<.-C ( 4)aryl) or -((5-15 
membered) heteroaiy 1). 

New claim 18 depends upon claim 17 and specifies that R 7 is -((Cs-C w )aryl). 

New claim 19 also depends upon claim 17 and specifies that R 7 is -((5-15 membered) 
heteroaryl). 

Support for the amendment to claims 1 and 10-13 car be found in the original 
specification at, for example, original claims 1, 10, 12, 13 arid the Examples. 

Support for new claims 1-14 can be found in the original specification at, for example, 
original claims 1, 10, 12, 13 and the Examples. 

No new matter is added by these amendments and Applicants respectfully request 
their entry. 

Applicants also wish to thank Examiner Saeed for the courtesy of a telephonic 
interview held on March 5. 2007 with Applicants' attorney, David L. Kershner (Reg. No. 
53,112) (hereinafter "the interview"). During the interview. Applicants attorney requested 
clarification as to the scope of the elected subject matter. As a result of the interview, it is 
Applicants understanding that the elected subject matter under consideration encompasses a 
compound as depicted in original claim 1 wherein the groups A, R 1 , R ,a ; R ,h , R' : -R 6 and R s - 
R 14 as defined in the original claims: and R' is defined as a -(C wt0 -C:.. t alky I en e)-( (C (i -C , ., >ary 1 ) 
or -(C^o-C-4 alkyiene)-((5-15 membered) heteroaiy!) Applicant reserve the right to prosecute 
any nonelected subject matter in one or more divisional or continuation applications.

in the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claims 3-14 "for containing elected 
and non-elected subject matter." However, the Examiner indicated that "jcjlaims drawn 

i rht 1 ect eel invention as identified supra, would appear allowable. 

In this amendment, Applicants have amended claims 1 and 50-12 lo read on the 
elected subject matter, i.e., a compound as depicted in original claim 1 wherein the groups A, 
K\ R l \ R 5b , R'-R 6 and R 8 -R 14 as defined in the original claims; and R 7 is defined as a -(C^ m - 
C,| alkylene)-((Q-C t 4.)aityl.} or -((?,,,, -C 4 ai.k> iene}-((5-15 membered) heteroaiyi). 

in view of the above. Applicants submit that claims i-14 are now drawn solely to the 
elected subject matter, and request that the objection to claims i-14 be withdrawn. 

H- IS ew Claims 17-19 

As noted above. Applicants have amended the subject application to include new claims 
17-19, New claim 17 depends upon claim 1, and specifies that R 7 is -((C<,-Cu)aryl) or -({5-1.5 
membered) heteroaiyi.), that is, there is no --{C t -C4 alkylene)- linker between the R 7 group and 
the imidazoiyl core. New claim 18 depends upon claim 17 and specifies that R' is -{{(>,- 
Cw)arv'l). New claim 19 also depends upon claim 17 and specifies that R 7 is -((5-15 
membered) heteroaiyi ), 

Applicants note that new claims 17-19 depend directly or indirectly upon amended 
claim 1. Therefore, the subject matter of new claims 17-19 falls within the elected subject 
matter under consideration in the subject application 

III. .Rejoinder of Claims 15 and 16 

Method claims 15 and 16 have been withdrawn as being directed to non-elected 
subject matter. Withdrawn method claims 15 and 16 depend directly or indirectly upon 
compound claim I . In view of the above amendments to compound claim L Applicants 
respectfully request that the withdrawn method claims be rejoined in accordance with MPEP 
821.04 and In re Ochiai, 71. F.3d 1565 (Fed. Cir. 1995) (rejoinder of process claims 
commensurate in scope with the allowed product will occur following a finding that the 
product claims are allowable) .
